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SUBJECT :    "Don't  Buy  Inflation". .. Information  from  the  Extension  Service  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture, 
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Are  you  and  your  husband  thinking  of  "buying  a  farm? 

If  you  are,  here's  something  else  you'll  want  to  think  about.     On  the  first  of 
July  this  year,  national  land  valuea  stood  57  percent  higher  than  they  averaged  dur- 
ing the  years  from  1935  through  1939.     And  in  the  year  that  endc  i  on  the  first  of 
March,  one  farm  in  every  twenty  changed  hands. 

These  figures  show  that  lots  of  families  aren't  only  thinking  about  "buying 
land.    They're  buying  it. 

But  let's  go  back  a  bit. ..back  to  another  postwar  period. .. after  the  first 
world  war.    Remember  what  happened  to  land  values  then?    Thousands  of  families  con- 
tracted to  buy  farms  at  boom  prices... and  when  land  values  leveled  off  to  normal, 
many  of  them  lost  everything  they  owned. 

Now  compare  the  present  day  situation  with  the  situation  that  existed  then. 

For  one  thing,  farms  are  changing  hands  faster  than  they  did  at  the  peak  of  our  last 

postwar  boom.    But  even  at  that,  the  present  turnover  is  a  little  slower  than  it 

was  during  19^3  and  xkk. 

Nodody  wants  to  pay  more  than  land  is  worth.     Nobody  wants  to  buy  inflation. 
And  yet,  with  land  values  spiralling  upward,  there's  danger  of  that  very  thing 
happening.     If  you  decide  to  buy  your  farm,  you  can  avoid  paying  an  inflated  price. 
Ion  can  get  advice  from  land  value  experts.     If  your  husband  is  a  veteran,  he  can 
jgo  to  his  county  agent  who  has  organized  a  Veteran's  Advisory  Committee  of  farmers 
jto  give  just  such  help.     They'll  bo  glad  to  help  him  evaluate  the  land.     If  he 
isn't  a  veteran,  he  can  still  get  advice  or  help  from  his  count'    agent.     But  whoever 
ho  goes  to,  the  smart  land  buyer  these  days  will  make  sure  he's  getting  what  he  pays 
for  in  land.    He  won't  buy  inflation. 
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
